Is being
placed in condition for melting, assaying, and
easting: into unparied bars the precious metals.

from the mines of the United States as
doting the previous yer. notwithstanding the
Jaot that emigration to the mining regions has
been greatly hindered by ludlau hostilities, and
the expeuscs of living uud mining nave been
kept very high, while the risks aud uncertain-
ties which always attend gold miuing have
been correspondingly increased. Tne mining
districts, however, will soon begin to experience
the benefits arising from the rapid approach of
railroad communication with the east, the
Director recommends the repeal of the laws
Which at preseut Impose on all bullion a tax of
one-ha- lf of one per cent, aud a coinage coarse

, of the same amount, or at least the reduction el
them to one-ha- lf the amount.

Dr. Llnderman states that, when he took:
Charge of the Mint In April last, it was in a
very unsatisfactory condition. Tne refraotory
nature of the nickel-coppe- r Alloys had worn
the machinery great ly. In three months, ever
1100 working dies were used and broken. Re-
pairs were commenced in August, aud were sojar completed that operations could be resumedIn October. Every department is now in goo!
condition, except that some new machinery isHeeded.

Tlie'roandanpy of inferior coins arises from,
the fact that the banks and other moneyed in-
stitutions prefer clean coins, aud Instead of
fathering up the old aud soiled ones which are
BO plentiful, always send to the Mint for tUeua,
where there is no limit by law npoa their coin-
age. The Director reoowmend that the profits
accruing irom the coinage of nickel-coppe- r aud
bronze nieces be set atart for purchasing the
old coins whenever they shall be offered, tne
mot.nl thna received to be worked into new
win. The net nrottts arising from the minor
coinage, and paid into the Treasury of the
United Stales for the fiscal year, amounts to
$1,175,000.

The Director states that, of all (he many mil
lions that have been coined uere, in goiu ana
silver, a very small proportion now bears the

tamp of the United btates. And when the
sovereigns, francs, or tbalers come back to us,
WS treat mem in me same way; mi uiu uus.r
commerce keeps the coinage new aud good,

nd lightens the loss which might otherwise be
vexatious and burdensome. All the coinage
ought to be kept clean and legible; and when
they cease to be so, the Mint ought to be
rlted and enabled to take them oaok, aud give
sew pieces tn their stead.

With regard to the proposed uniformity in
the coinage of the world, the Dlreotor says that,
on tbe 81st Of December, 1862, a letter on this
subject was addressed to the Treasury Depart-
ment from the Mint, in which the precise
ground was taken, which has lately been agreed
upon by the Paris Conference. It was, in
efiect. as follows: A French coin of 25 francs
Would be worth In our present money. $4,82-5- .

A British sovereign, new, is worth $4-8- 7. Here
are pretty near approaches, not only as to those
two, but also as to our flve-doll- piece. Hup-posin- g

tnem all fashioned on the French basis,
then tbe new sovereign would be bronght down
by 4 2 cents, and the new flve-doll- pleoe by
17 6 cents. The shilling in money of account,
wonld be 25 cents, and the franc 20 cents. We
should also have a definite relation to the new
gold coinage system of Austria, Prussia, and
the German States. The lira of Italy has long
been In unison with the franc of Franoe. The
weight of the tufif-eogl- e would be 124 grains,
Instead of 129 grains, as at present.

With respect to foreign coins, the Director
further stales that the silver sol of Peru, whloh
fs the successor of tbe peso or dollar, is found to
be of standard fineness, anu the avergae weight
V 802 ounce troy, loe dates observed are 11 to

The. Mexican silver peso.or dollar of Max-
imilian, of the date lHoG. averages 90214 thou
sandths fine, and 0 861 oz. or 4 13 grains in
weiuht. upon trial of a considerable Quantity.
These two reports are furnished by the Assay
Office at New York. We have seen but one
gold piece of Maximilian, called "20 pesos" of
tne uaie jboo, anu weigDing i usu oz. or bl'i
f rains. We bad not the opportunity of assaying

t, being beld as a urloalty. but the welcht in
dicated that the doubloon fineness of 875 has
been retained. On this assumption we placed
It in the table.

The result of a recent assay of single gold
pieces of France, of tbe dates 1863 to 1867, aud
mint marks of Paris and btrasburg, is import-
ant in lis bearing upon the question of interna
tional coinage, lor u sucn an lntercbange is to
take place, the resneeu ve countries mint krRood faith In regard totheflneness of their coins,
wuiciwuw tue iuunrr win soon come u an end.We find the fineness varvlnir from hHS-f- i to R!IH
and averaging 899-2- . This has generally beenthe result for many years, and is not whatshould be expected. The average ought to beW0. as required bylaw. The British ooins arekspi up to the mark.
